eace to the Oꝛders of Parliament, have rai⸗ 
ſed and maintained to the number of Four- 
teen thouſand Hozſe, Foot, and Dꝛagoones, 
02 thereabouts, and with them have done 
many great ſervices againſt the Common 
Enemie, tending much to the ſaketie of the 
Kingdome ; And Have alſo bought many 
mes aud Ammunition , and muſt buy 
moꝛe, whereby to furniſh themſelves with a 
fraine of Artillerie; and Have been, and 
muſt be at great charges in maintaining 
und recruiting the ſaid Fozces , and in kec⸗ 
ping ſeverall Garriſons, making and ere- 
ting of Foꝛtititations, Magazines, Courts 
of Guards, and other things requiſtte and 
neceſſary fo2 the defence and ſafetie of the 
laid aſſociation againſt the incurſions of the 
Enemie: By all Which meanes the ſaid Al⸗ 
foctation is become much indebted , and 
Without the ſpeedy raiſing of large and 2

fiderable ſums. of money pꝛopoꝛtionable to 
their vaſt expences , cannot long ſubſiſt in a 
condttion to keep themſelves from ruine, 
and to advance publique ſafetie. It is 
thereupon Oꝛdained by the Toꝛds # Com⸗ 
mons in Parliament aſſembled, and by au- 
thoꝛitie of the fame, That foꝛ the intents + 
purpoſes atoꝛeſaid, the ſeverall weekly ſums 
of money hereafter in this Oꝛdinance men⸗ 
tioned, ſhaU be charged, rated, tared aud le- 
vied upon the ſeverall Counties, accoꝛding 
to the pꝛopoꝛtions herein expꝛeſſed; The 
ſame to be paid in weekly to the ſeverallCol- 
lectoꝛs, æ by them to the Treaſurer oꝛ Trea⸗ 
' ſurers appointed by this Oꝛdinance foꝛ the 
receiving hereok.

And the laid Lo2ds t Commons doe fur- 
ther oꝛdain, that all monies collected and not 
diſpoſed ot, oꝛ to be collected upon the fifth a 
twentieth part of mens eſtates, oꝛ of the laſt 
four months pay; and all the monies oꝛ other 
benefit ariſing by vertue of any Ozdinance

And it is further Oꝛdayned, that four pence 
in the pound ſhall be allowed foꝛ every ſum of 
money which ſhall be Collected, and paid to 
the ſatd Treaſurer, Whereof two pence ſhall 
be fo2 the Collectors, and two pence foꝛ the 
Treaſurer : And the ſatd'Treaſurer ſhall keep 


- a Regiſter book, of the le verall ſums received 
and patd bythem., and ſhall render an account 

thereof, unto the ſaid Earl and Committee. 
” once every motteth at leaſt. 


And be it further Oꝛdapned, that thee 


Commiſſioners Hercafter to be nominated 


and appointed, to rede in the Army , ſhail 


© take ſpeciall care that they keep conſtant coꝛ⸗ 


reſpondency with the two Houſes of Partia- 
ment. aud with the Committee of the Bem- 
bers of the Houſe of Commons, appotuted fo2 
the Aſſociated Counties; and that they take 
ſuch courſe that no Commander oꝛ Officer 
ſhallreceive any pay, but ſuch as duely attend 
their charge: And it is defired, that the laid 


| Earl of Mancheſter do admit to his Counſell foꝛ 
the purpoſes afozefaid;thefaid Commiſſioners 
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reſiding in his Army, to adviſe with them, 
and arme them with power to view and exa⸗ 


gut of their own number. 6: 
And be it Laſtly Oꝛdained, that the ſaid 
Earl, Deputy Lieutenants, Committees, 
coliecto:s,aſſeſſo2s, and every one of them, 7 
every other perſon, that ſhall be ayding and 
aſſiſting to them, oꝛ auy of them, in doing any 
1 thing by vertue of this Oꝛdinance, halbe de⸗ 
. feuded and ſaved harmleſle therein by autho⸗ 
rity of both Houſes of Parliament.
